Lavallee’s '‘Tu es Petrus.” 

Calixa Lavallee is rapidly becoming one of 
the foremost among our composers. Aside 
from pianoforte music, of which he has given 
Out a number of beautiful examples, he has 
entered largely into other fields. One of the 
happiest of his efforts is an ofiertorium, “ Tu 
es Petrus,” composed especially for the dedi- 
cation ceremonies of St. Peter's Church of 
Boston, where it was performed under the 
personal direction of Mr. Lavallee. The work 
is arranged for soprano solo, chorus, orches- 
tra, and organ. A fine chorus, “ Tu es Pe- 
trus,” majestic in style, and written in that 
melodious key, Bb major, opens the work. 
The parts are well balanced, and the develop- 
ment of the movement is finely carried out, 
culminating in a powerful climax, “ Inferi.” 
A brief recitative for basso leads to a lovely 
soprano solo in Db major, filled with beauti- 
ful harmony, the melody flowing in that re- 
poseful way that is restful alike to hearer and 
performer.

Psalm, by Mendelssohn, forms one of the 
finest of the works in our famous stone edi- 
tions, and is a standard work for societies, 
conventions, and the church quartette.
